Diet 
experts agree that meat is not a ne¬ 
cessity. Fish is a good and sufficient

With the first chill winds of au¬ 
tumn many women insist on heaping 
on extra clothes, but this is not the 
best way to avoid that shivery feel¬ 
ing. The clothing bqth for summer 
and winter should be sufficiently por¬ 
ous to enable free action of the skin 
to take place. Fifty ^ears ago it was 
customary to wear six or seven under 
garments, three or four of which 
were composed of flannel. To-day 
our clbthing is much lighter and scan 
tier, and everyone agrees that we are 
the healthier for it The best plan 
is to wear light underclothing, and 
don heavier outer clothing when the 
weather is cold. So that the skin can 
play its part in the right way, it is 
I necessary to <■ wash frequently. If the 
pores are allowed to get clogged up 
with dirt or prespiration little pim¬ 
ples will result. To avoid this, wash 
thoroughly first with warm water, 
and then rinse liberally with cold. It 
is not too often tp bath every day, 
but hot baths should be taken just be 
fore going to bed.

He joined up with a troupe of - per¬ 
formers, and was soon pressed into 
service as a fiddler. The fiddle was 
something he .was not prepared for, 
but hours of instruction in chording, 
put him in shape to charm the uncrit 
ical cowboys. This was the beginning 
of his fiddler’s reputation. At this 
time he felt the urge to return to the 
land, so for a while he wrestled on 
Dakota soil. But after several fail¬ 
ures of crop, he quit Dakota and 
started west with a freighting outfit 
The boss freighter was not a success. 
On the high plateux of Montana, he 
told Dad and the others to “beat it. 1 ’ 
They beat it to the nearest spot 
which was a cavalry post. Here they 
enlisted, but that was a temporary 
expedient. Westward ho! was his 
watchword and making an unobstru- 
sive exit from cavalry life, he landed 
in the Columbia Valley, Washington. 

.Here for 31 years, he settled down 
and labored at sawmills then as far¬ 
mer, and here he earned his title of 
“Rutabaga Bill.” While everyone 
was thinking lumber, he thought of 
garden stuff to feed the lumber mill 
employees. From a small patch, 
worked at in off hours, year after 
year, the truck garden expanded. It 
was the best pay streak in the conu 
munity. But others began to follow 
suit. “Rutabaga Bill” was the foun¬ 
der of an industry. 

The wave of Alberta enthusiasm 
which swept over the country in 1906 
caught Dad Fletcher in its toil Hi* 
and his son, homesteaded at Brant. 
They brought with them a steam 
tractor, trailing a dozen plows, 
which was the last word at the time 
in motorized farming 

The local public is more or less 
conversant with Mr. Fletcher’s pro¬ 
gress in Alberta, but to outsiders 
these years will prove as thrilling 
reading as any part of his career. 

Mr. Abel .in concluding his article 
says “Dad F'letcher’s burly frame 
has signed a truce with old age. But 
from his eyesu-shines the personality 
which warmed red men and white, a 
■personality which years cannot erode - 
More than Any man I knpw of, his 
life story is the story of Alberta’s 
yesterdays, and his farming methods 
are those of her tomorrows.” 

X RAY IS USUAL

X.ray photography has advanced 
from the laboratories to the work 
shop. Many large firms have x-ray ~ 
established as part of their routine 
outfit. In factories where the slight¬ 
est flaw in machinery may-mean 
dreadful losses of life, every valve 
and ’ part is tested by x-ray, so that 
no flaw may be found. Big naval 
guns and explosions are also careful¬ 
ly examined, and the wood used sin, 4 
airplane construction is tested for 
knots or worm holes. Since a costly 
lawsuit rose over the finding of a 
piece of glass in some candy, one 
manufacturer submits every choc¬ 
olate to the x.ray before putting it 
on the market. Another manufactur¬ 
er has his tooth brushes inspected in 
this way. But the grandest result is 
in the production of greater chickens 
and better eggs, by submitting hatch¬ 
ing eggs to an x-ray exposure. Many 
of $he hens hatched from ray-treated 
eggs were super-hens in every re_ 
spect.

TheKuKluxKlan 


Supreme Officer of Invisible Empire 
..... . Speaks at Vulcan 

Vulcan in many ways has been ac¬ 
corded distinction and given some un¬ 
common privilege. Public meetings 
untle’r the Susraices of the Ku Klux 
Klan have beery very few in this prov 
iAce, and one of these was held last 
Sunday night in Vulcan. The opera 
house was not of sufficient capacity 
to accomodate the people who came 
tq hear the representative of the or¬ 
der that would appear to be regarded 
as something of the rqysterious. The 
chairman, unknown and unannounced 
in a short address, spoke of the his¬ 
tory of Klans of the kind which pos¬ 
sessed antiquity, and were in their 
day organized for definite purposes, 
and when the objects had been at¬ 
tained they passed out. The organi¬ 
zation of today, as affecting Canada, 
was in a like position. 

Mr. A J.i England, designated as 
the Imperial Caliph of the Invisible 
Empire Knights of the Ku Klux Klan 
of Canada, was the chief speaker. 
Mr. England exhibited a frank man¬ 
ner of speech, and his interesting de¬ 
livery and the subject under discus¬ 
sion were sufficient to maintain the 
unbroken attention of the capacity 
audience. His was a plain statement 
of the aims and operations of the or¬ 
ganization which he described as be¬ 
ing Prbtestant and British one hun¬ 
dred per cent, and voluntarily obli¬ 
gated to the support of law and or¬ 
der and to render assistance to offi¬ 
cers of the law in the proper perfor¬ 
mance of their duties. It was not the 
intent or the practice of the Klan to 
take into their hands the administra¬ 
tion of any regulations, but rather to 
exert that immense influence which 
it was claimed the order possessed to 
the advantage of the community, the 
province and the dominion Cases in 
number werp cited in support of the 
contention. The Klan entered into 
conflict with no person on account of 
their faith, but were opposed to the 
aggression of religious bodies in the 
matters of state. One public school 
system was advocated. Many of the 
planks in the platform of the organi¬ 
zation were the same or similar to 
those supported by other bodies, but 
there was a great difference of meth¬ 
od 1 to the end desired, and cases were 
presented to substantiate the effec¬ 
tiveness of a power that sometimes 
is not even recognized outside of the 
order. The subjects which were par¬ 
ticularly stressed as having the pres¬ 
ent attention of the Klan were that 
of the drug menace and selective im¬ 
migration. Being from B.C. and 
Vancouver, the speaker was intimate 
with conditions, which he claimed ob¬ 
tained to a degree throughout the en¬ 
tire country. Police were in a. num¬ 
ber of instances in cahoots with the 
underworld operators, and these of¬ 
ficers were given consideration also 
through the channels of the K.K.K., 
who exercised a protection to the in¬ 
nocent but who are in pursuit of the 
malefactor. Racial integrity was the 
theme of his discussion of the immi¬ 
gration problem, and briefly stated, 
the object is to maintain Canada as 
a White man’s country. It was stated 
that in the capital city of Ottawa, 
likewise in the town of Vulcan, it 
was next to impossible to purchase a 
meal that was not in some manner 
handled by foreigners. The immigra¬ 
tion question was not in any manner 
confined to the Klan orgaization, but 
was one that is just now exercising 
all Canada # 

The Imperial* Caliph told more of 
the detail of a Klan than is permit¬ 
ted to be divulged of any of tile num¬ 
erous other lodges, and there were 
bits of . humor in his description of 
the blind-folded candidate making 
his way with uncertain step in some 
of these institutions, it was quite 
different with the Klan, into whicli 
the candidate entered with eyes wide 
open, and vision chiefly attracted l>> 
the open Bible on the altar, two Un¬ 
ion Jacks and a firry cross. The 
speaker instanced the open perfor¬ 
mance of the entire initiation cere¬ 
mony with thousands of non-mem¬ 
bers as spectators. In this connection 
the use of the white caps and robes 
were explained. These are used to 
maintain the chief secrecy of the or¬ 
der, that of the membership. Until a 
candidate has taken the obligations 
that make him a full-fleged member 
he does not know with whom<4ie is 


associatediNQ member is permitted 
to divulge rne membership of any 
other person, and there was the inti-, 
mation that in this there was a great 
strength to the organization. ■ The 
imperial officer gave strength to the 
suspicion of the existence of a Klan 
in Vulcan, when he suggested that 
one did not know who were Klans- 
men in town or country. The mys¬ 
tery of membership, is then, the only 
secret, according to information giv¬ 
en. 

- No doubt there was a diversify of 
anticipation on the part of the many 
who made up the big audience, but 
certain it is that Mr. England han¬ 
dled his subject in splendid manner, 
rendering information to all and giv¬ 
ing offence to none. There was a 
question period, and one evidently 
prompted by an inference of state¬ 
ments made, got the reply from the 
speaker that he did not know of any¬ 
thing wrong with conditions at Vul- 
ian. The meeting closed with the 
singing of the National Anthem, and 
the officials of the K.K.K went their 
way without any appearance of even 
an acquaintahce in Vulcan.

A Canadian who has spent a num¬ 
ber of years travelling about in the 
roughest most lawless parts of Eur¬ 
ope, who has bedded down in villain¬ 
ous huts in out of the way places, 
told us recently with amusement, 
that the only place in Europe where 
anything was stolen from him was 
in Geneva.
